DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tomura et al, (Tomura), USPAT5,256,955. 

As for claims 10-14, Tomura discloses and shows in Fig. 1,2 & 5 a charging 
cradle for charging mobile communication terminals, comprising: a housing(IO), said 
housing comprising a guide shaft(Fig. 19, 80) and contact springs (36) wherein are 
connected to AC power source through an adapter (Fig. 1 , 3); a connector (Fig. 1 , 5); and 
also shows opening wholes in the housing (10) for the contact springs; fixed holes of 
bosses (26)(applicant's position holders)(col. 4, lines 1-65)
